Fatemi told newspaper men 
Britain could not force Iran into 
submission on the oil nationaliza- 
tion dispute by its economic 
‘erackdown and that the Soviet 
Union had offered its help“ 
when the British ordered their 
boycott. 

- Fatemi said Iran had stockpiles 
adequate “for the present.” 

A Government spokesman said 
earlier that Iran might be forced 
to “do more business with Iron 
Curtain countries.” . 

He said that the “unfriendly at- 
titude“ of the British in diverting 
vessels carrying scarce items to 
Iran might bring retaliation in the 
form of an Iranian boycott on 
all British goods.

His body was swollen to about 
twice normal size, his eyes were 
bulging and his hearing was gone. 
He lost 50 per cent of his blood, 
and was in a coma 48 hours.

Allied tanks pushed boldly up 
the narrow valleys, drawing Com- 
munist artillery fire, and blasted 
away at Red bunkers with their 
gu velocity 15Smitlimeter guns. 
The ferocity of the fighting can 
be judged from the attack of one 
Allied unit, which three times 
came within 300 yards of a hill, 
only to be thrown back each time. 

North of Inje, where another 
savage series of attacks has been 
going on, Allied infantry had a 
respite and spent most of the day 
mopping up and consolidating 
their gains. 

On the west-central front, Al- 
lied troops with bayonets captured 
strategic high ground northwest 
of Kumhwa after a two-hour 
hand-to-hand battle with Red 
troops. 

Three times the Allies stormed 
the hill. Twice they were pushed 
back by small arms, machine-gun 
and mortar fire from deep bunk- 
ers on the slopes. The third time 
they used bayonets and drove the 
Communists off. 


Western Front Quiet. 


The western front was rela- 
tively quiet. An 11-minute prac- 
tice alert blacked out the South 
Korean capital of Seoul Saturday 
night. A bright moon made it a 
perfect night for bombing and for 
some minutes there was specula- 
tion in Seoul that the Reds were 
opening their long-expected air 
offensive. 

There was still no sign of any 
general Red offensive today—the 
anniversary of the Inchon land- 
ing. 

A dispatch from Hong Kong 
said the Chinese Communists 
were moving 100,000 militia 
troops to Korea. The dispatch 
said the story was printed in a 
Hong Kong newspaper which 
quoted a “reliable source.” 


Red Drive on Central Front May 
Be Near, U.S. General Says.

The peace contract must be 
ratified by the Bonn and French 
parliaments. But officials said 
ratification would be unnecessary 
in Britain. 

The western Big Three foreign 
ministers — Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson, British foreign 
Secretary Herbert Morrison, and 
French Foreign Minister Robert 
Schuman—couldn’t decide wheth- 
er it would be necessary to sub- 
mit the contract to the United 
States Senate for approval. 

The Senate, which must ap- 
prove all treaties, may make the 
decision for them. 

Senater McMahon (Dem.), 
Connecticut, a member of the 
Foreign Relations Committee, 
called the move a “natural de- 
velopment in the drive to 
strengthen western Europe.“ 

MeMahon said the contract 
looks very much like a treaty.

Izvestia, the Government’s 
official organ, said such a step 
was planned to “perpetuate the 
Anglo-American occupation of 
West Germany, legalize the re- 
birth of the Wehrmacht and con- 
solidate the colonization of West 
Germany by Anglo-American im- 
perialists.” 
Red Fleet, the organ of the 
Russian Navy, said “West Ger- 
many is now the principal base 
for American aggression in 
Europe with the restoration of 
the warlike industrial cartels and 
revival of the revanchist Wehr- 
macht with old Nazi generals.” 


East German Premier Assails 
Plan as Promoting Civil War. 

BERLIN, Sept. 15 (AP)—East 
Germany’s Communist Premier 
Otto Grotewohl today bitterly de- 
nounced the Big Three Washing- 


ton decision to integrate West 
Germany into the western defense 
set-up as “preparation for civil 
war in Germany.” 

Grotewohl addressed a special 
session of the East German Par- 
liament summoned to hear a gov- 
ernment declaration against the 
action of the western foreign 
ministers. 


Speaking in the presence of the 
Russian ambassador and the diplo- 
matic corps of the eastern “peo- 
ple’s democracies,” Grotewohl as- 
sailed “American imperialists” 
and the leaders of the West Ger- 
man government. 


He declared the decisions an- 
nounced yesterday in Washington 
“elearly show that the prepara- 
tions for a new world war have 
entered their decisive phase.” 
“The Washington program for 
Germany represents a betrayal of 
the German people similar to 
that committed hy Hitler,” Grote- 
wohl said. 


He declared the execution of 
the Washington measures would 
“reduce the Germans to the status 
of a colonial people.” 

The whole country might be- 
come “a totally devastated battle- 
field,” if West Germany contrib- 
utes troops to the European army, 
he said. He urged Western Ger- 
many, instead, to join in negotia- 
tions for German “unity” and 
send delegates to Berlin to ar- 
range a national free election.

FRITZ BUSCH DIES, FAMED 
GERMAN OPERA CONDUCTOR 


LONDON, Sept. 15 (UP)—Fritz 
Busch, world famous German- 
born opera conductor, died last 
night. after a heart attack in a 
* hotel. He was 61 years 


Busch was a conductor for the 
Metropolitan Opera Company in 
New York and for Britain’s Glyn- 
debourne opera. Born of a musi- 
cal family in Westphalia, he es- 
tablished his reputation while 
musical director of the Stuttgart 
and Dresden operas. He made 
his American debut as conductor

BANK EMPLOYE IS JAILED 
IN $550,000 EMBEZZLEMENT 


NEW KENSINGTON, Pa., Sept. 
15 (AP)—A 60-year-old assistant 
bank cashier, unable to post bond 
of $50,000, sat in a jail cell today 
accused of embezzling $550,000 
from the bank where he started 
his career.

that he will be available for its 
nomination. 

Saltonstall told a reporter that 
since he made a recent statement 
urging the general's nomination 
he has received “a number of 
smear letters.” 

“The people who write are 
against Eisenhower for varied 
reasons, but they don’t say who 
they are for,” he observed. 

Thus far, the Eisenhower bri- 
gade is operating largely in the 
dark with regard to the general's 
political intentions. 

Apparently they are leaning 
heavily on what some of them 
said were private assurances from 
Dr. Milton Eisenhower, president 
of Pennsylvania State College, 
that his brother is a Republican 
and would accept a nomination.

PEIPING ‘ANNOUNCES 
RED TROOPS’ ENTRY 


SUPPORT OF TROOPS|INTO TIBET CAPITAL 


TOKYO, Sept. 15 (UP)—Chi- 
nese Communist troops entered 
Lhasa, capital of Tibet, last Sun- 
day under terms of the “libera- 
tion agreement”. which placed the 
little state under Red control in 
May, the Peiping radio announced 
today. 

The broadcast said the Red 
troops entered Lhasa “to execute 
the agreement on measures for 
the peaceful liberation of Tibet” 
and that 30,000 persons “gave a 
rousing welcome” to the Chinese 
soldiers, led by Wang Chi-mei. 

Under the May agreement, 
Communist China took 
Tibet’s foreign affairs and its 
troops were authorized to occupy 
the country. Tibet was given lo- 
cal autonomy as a Chinese 
province. 

The 17-year-old Dalai Lama, 
spiritual and temporal ruler of 
the land of the lost horizon, fled 
before the Communists but now 
is reported to have returned to 
Lhasa. 


RUSSIA REPORTED 
DISGUISING TROOPS 
IN SATELLITE AREAS 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 15 (AP) — 
Czechoslovakian underground re- 
port says Soviet Russia—appar- 
ently in fear of the atomic bomb 
—is cloaking military concentra- 
tions along the Iron Curtain in the 
guise of native farmers and work- 


ers. 

V. S. Krajcovic, chairman of the 
National Committee for Libera- 
tion in Russian satellite states 
have been evicted to make way for 
disguished Russian soldiers.

TOKYO, Sept. 15 (INS) — A 
Communist broadcast charged to- 
night that United Nations troops 
violated the neutrality of Kaesong, 
site of the suspended Korea 
armistice talks, four times since 
last Wednesday. | 
The Peiping radio quoted a Red 
dispatch from Kaesong as telling 
of the alleged new infringements, 
on top of 11 previous “violations” 
attributed by the Communist com- 
mand to Allied land and air 
forces. 
The dispatch said U.N. troops 
“invaded” the Kaesong neutral 
circle three times and fired into 
the zone once since Sept. 12. 
Girl Reported Killed. 
It said one girl was killed when 
machine gun bullets sprayed over 
part of the neutral area for 20 
minutes. The broadcast, fore- 
shadowing a possible new official 
protest from the North Korean- 
Chinese command, came on the 
twenty-fourth day since the Com- 
munists broke off the truce nego- 
tiations. Revival or complete col- 
lapse of the talks was e to 
be decided shortly. 
There was still no indication as 
to when Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway 
would reply to last Wednesday’s 
note from the Red high command 
asserting the cease-fire talks could 
be resumed only on Red terms and 
only in Kaesong. 
Nor was there any sign up until 
a late hour Saturday of any immi- 
nent Communist reply to the 
U.N. admission of and apology for 
a mistaken Allied air strafing of 
neutral Kaesong last Monday. 
“Next Move Up to Reds.” 
A statement issued by the Pub- 
lic Information Office of supreme 
Allied headquarters said “the 
next move is now up to the Reds.” 
The headquarters statement 
said the admission was “no indi- 
cation that the United Nations 
command will admit to any 
trumped-up Communist charge, 
no matter how loudly they ‘pro- 


The admission of the charge 
puts the responsibility of the 
‘Little Cold War’ squarely up to 
the Reds,” the statement added. 

The Reds have not yet officially 
acknowledged the U.N. note ac- 
cepting blame for the incident, 
but the Peiping radio has said the 
strafing was not a mistake, but a 
deliberate attack. 


U.S. BARS TWO CHILDREN 
OF MAN YUGOSLAVS ACCUSE 


LOS ANGELES, Sept. 15 (AP) 
—The United States has denied 
asylum as displaced persons to 
the two young daughters of An- 
drya Artukovich, wanted by Yu- 
goslavia on war crimes charges. 

The girls are Visnje Maria, 9 
years old, and Zorica Dertheja, 
7. They came to this country when 
their parents fled here from Yu- 
goslavia in 1947. 

Following a two-day hearing, 
United States Immigration Serv- 
ice examiner Roy Waddell ruled 
yesterday that the children had 
entered the country illegally in 
violation of the 1918 passport act 
and the displaced persons act. 

The present Yugoslav govern- 
ment charges Artukovich was re- 
sponsible for wholesale murders 
while serving as a puppet official 
under Nazi rule. He is in jail 
here, pending a hearing on Yugo- 
slavia’s request for extradition.

LONDON (UP)—vValuable and 
sometimes historic jewel pieces 
now being offered for sale priv- 
ately in Europe indicate that 
many famous families are worse 
off through war and taxes than 
has been hitherto believed, a New 


York jeweler reports. 

Otto Grun, whose creations are 
worn by royalty and by Holly- 
wood, said he was surprised and 
touched at the valuables offered 
him in a business trip that has 
taken him through France, Switz- 
erland, Yugoslavia, Britain and 
elsewhere in Europe. 

“I know many of these pieces 
by reputation,” he said. “It is 
tragic to find that the families 
which have owned them for gen- 
erations should have to sell them 
now. It is not selling for profit 
because the market now is not as 
high as it has been. These gems 
are appearing because their own- 
ers need the money.” 

Grun said there was another 
side to the situation. 

“There are people buying these 
pieces,” he said, “who obviously 
never have been able to afford 
such precious items before. They 
are lucky. In the old days the 
buyers for the Indian princes 
would have snapped them up. 

“IT spoke to some of the pur- 
chasers and got the impression 
they were inclined to think jew- 
elry might be a better investment 
than cash the way things are in 
Europe now.”

Drebes, 43 years 
old, explained he had kept the 
family together for the sake of a 
daughter, Shirley Ann, 14 years 
old, and the son. Shirley Ann, also 
a pupil at Scruggs School, arrived 
home a few minutes after her 
brother yesterday. 

Police said Drebes had fully 
accounted for his movements yes- 
terday. He left home at 8:25 a.m., 
took his son to school and then 
drove to his offices, in the Hol- 
land Building, 211 North Seventh 
street. Associates at the Kessler 
company said Drebes did not 
leave the offices during the morn- 
ing. Police found him there when 
notifying him of his wife’s death. 

Mrs. Loretta Kalin, 3416 Gas- 
conade street, said she saw Mrs. 
Drebes hanging clothes on a line 
in the back yard about 9 a.m. It 
was at about the same hour that 
the admirer, who is being ques- 
tioned, was reported seen walk- 
ing toward the Drebes home. 
Clothing was found in an auto- 
matic washer in the basement, 
following discovery of the mur- 
er. The washer had shut off 
automatically. 

Dog Makes Disturbance. 
Neighbors told investigators 
they heard a woman crying and 
said Mrs. Drebes’s dog was caus- 
ing a disturbance at 10 a.m. They 
said they had remarked about 
the disturbance, because the dog 
is usually friendly and quiet. 

Sewers within a four-block 
area were being searched by po- 
lice and Sewer Department work- 
ers in an effort to find the mur- 
der weapon. A chair leg, found 
on a lawn about a block from the 
Drebes home was turned over to 
police. It apparently was not the 
murder weapon, officers said. 

Mrs. Drebes was employed 
part-time as a saleswoman at 
Famous-Barr Southtown Store. 
She was not due at work until 
noon yesterday.

Washington U. Professor 
Succeeds Belgian — 
Next World Meeting 
in England in 1954. 


Dr. Edmund v. Cowdry, re- 
search professor of anatomy at 
Washington University School of 
Medicine, was elected president 
of the International Association 
of Gerontology yesterday, at the 
close of the Second International 
Gerontological Congress. 


Dr. Cowdry, a founder of the 
association, has been one of its 
vice presidents and was president 
of the six-day congress that 
brought scientists from 52 na- 
tions to St. Louis for considera- 
tion of the problems“of aging. 


After selecting new officers, the 
governing body of the association 
voted to hold the Third Interna- 
tional Gerontological Congress in 
1954 at Oxford, England. 


Succeeds Belgian. 

Dr. Leon Brull of Liege, Bel- 
gium, whom Dr. Cowdry succeeds 
as president of the association, 
was elected first vice president. 
A second vice president will be 
named later by British members. 


Other new officers are Dr. Tor- 
ben Geill of Denmark, third vice 
president; Dr. Marjory Warren of 
London, secretary; Dr. Francois 
Bourliere of France, secretary, 
and Dr. Ambrosius von Albertini 
of Switzerland, treasurer. 

The governing body also voted 
to accept the Venezuela National 
Society of Medicine, the Mexican 
Gerontological Society and the 
German Gerontological Society as 
members of the international or- 
ganization. 

At a final dinner of the con- 
gress last night at Hotel Jeffer- 
son, Sir Earle Page, Australian 
minister of health, said all na- 
tions must concern themselves 
with increasing productivity of 
older workers. He pointed out 
that capacity to work has not 
‘been extended to keep pace with 
lengthening of the life span. 


400 Papers Given. 


More than 400 scientific papers 
were given at sessions of the 
congress. Reports to the govern- 
ing body yesterday were made by 
directors of the four sections into 
which work of the congress was 
divided. 7 

In the section on biology and 
medicine. it was reported that no 
close relationship had yet been 
revealed between observed 
changes in the body and aging. 
The report pointed out that sev- 
eral speakers had stressed the 
need for more reliable techniques 
for determining physiological 
age. 

A report by the section of psy- 
chology, sociology, education and 
religion recommended that stud- 
ies of aging start with persons in 
middle age and run through old 
age, thus “permitting the study 
of the process of aging as well as 
its product.” The report also 
mentioned a reed for new tests 
to determine employability. of 
older workers, measuring learn- 
ing ability as well as acquired in- 
formation and skill. 

Retirement Policies. 


Overhauling of most retirement 
policies was urged by the section 
on economics, employment and 
welfare. 

“Individuals who wish to work 
and can work should be encour- 
aged to do so,” this report stated. 
“Likewise, those who wish to re- 
tire after a lifetime of work and 
can retire should be free to do so. 
This is a freedom which should 
be preserved and extended. 
Chronological age is not a satis- 
factory method of determining 
retirement. Retirement should be 
determined on an individual 
basis.“ 

One of the best preventives of 
premature aging is early detec- 
tion and tréatment of disease in 
its early stages, the section on 
medical services, hygiene and 
housing declared. Maintenance of 
health throughout adult life 
should be a concern of both the 
individual and industry, the re- 
port said. 

Throughout the congress, there 
was evident the belief that the 
relatively new field of geronto- 
logy had come of age. Repre- 
sentatives of only 12 nations at- 
tended the first congress, held 
July 10 to 12, 1950, at Liege, Bel- 
gium. Officers said the three- 
year interval before the next con- 

would allow time for sig- 
nificant new advances in knowl- 
edge of the problems of aging.

Tax-exempt real estate in St. 
Louis has an assessed valuation 


ot $308,861,640, or about 21 per 
(}cent of the total for all real 


estate in the city, Assessor Joseph 
P. Sestric announced yesterday. 


Sestric, who has just completed 
the first valuation and tabulation 
of tax-exempt properties, said the 
amount of such properties, was 
about 26 per cent of the total 
value of real estate subject to 
taxation. Valuation of taxable 
real estate is $1,151,000,000. 


Property free from real estate 
tax levies includes land and 
buildings owned by Governmental 
agencies or used for charitable, 
educational and religious pur- 
poses. 

The city itself is the largest 
owner of tax-free real estate, 
holding title to properties valued 
at $129,799,000. 

The Federal Government owns 
$97,406,000 in exempt real estate, 
including the small arms am- 
munition plant which is valued 
at $72,822,000 by the assessor. 
Value of the Jefferson National 
Expansion Memorial site, owned 
by the Federal Government on 
the riverfront, is fixed by Ses- 
tric at $5,562,000. 

State-owned buildings which 
are tax exempt are valued at 
$5,311,000. These include the St. 
Louis State Hospital, formerly 
the City Sanitarium, with a value 
of $4,400,000. 

Washington University owns’ 
tax-exempt properties valued at 
$7,102,000 and St. Louis Uni- 
versity has tax-exempt properties 
valued at $3,955,000. 

Catholic churches and parson- 
ages are valued at $5,848,000 and 
Lutheran churches are valued at 
$2,102,000.

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Shrinkage in Calico 

If you are looking for a victim of inflation 
who is worse off than yourself, consider the 
Iroquois Indians. 

In 1794 the Indians of the Six Nations signed 
a treaty with the United States, giving them the 
right to occupy lands in New York State and to 
receive annually $4500 worth of cotton cloth. 

Some 5700 Iroquois still occupy the New York 
lands and still receive the annual outlay of yard 
goods provided by the “calico treaty.” But a 
dollar’s worth of calico is not nearly as much 
calico as it was in 1794, and the Iroquois are 


_ asking for settlement in dollars instead. The 


dollars too, we fear, will not serve the Iroquois 
as well as they once might have done. 
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Seconding the School Patrons 

The objections which the St. Louis Public 
School Patrons’ Alliance raises against a pro- 
posed amendment to the Missouri sexual psycho- 
path law are eminently well taken. Sex offend- 
ers certified “incurable” by doctors after 90 
days’ treatment would be removed from hos- 
pitalization and tried under the criminal stat- 
utes. This procedure would render the sexual 
psychopath law “completely ineffective and use- 
Jess,” the Public School Patrons’ Alliance says. 

There would be a sort of double-barreled fu- 
tility about such an approach to the problem of 
the sex offender. First, 90 days would be too 
short a time, in the opinion of psychiatrists, to 
tell whether or not a cure would be possible, 
if there had been any hope of it to begin with. 
Second, punishment of sex offenders as crim- 
inals holds out no hope for their cure: it infects 
the prisons; and we have seen no evidence that 
it deters potential offenders. 

The amendment opposed by the School Pa- 
trons’ Alliance received, apparently, but little 
thoughtful scrutiny when Representative George 
A. Spencer, of Columbia, introduced it in the 
House. The vote of 100 to 1 by which it passed 
was telltale of the perfunctory attention given 
to it. 

When the Criminal Judiciary Committee of 
the Senate conducts its public hearings on the 
amendment, Missourians who are concerned 
about this problem should make it the occasion 
to defeat this impractical proposal. They should 
also show the way toward more effective coping

O'Neill to the rank of captain. In doing so, they 
showed more eagerness to be known as “good 
Democrats” in the party organization than as 
good police commissioners in the community.

Furthermore, a Police Board which 
forms the habit of doing political favors is likely 
to favor those who least deserve it. 

That is why the gambling gentry expected the 
green light in St. Louis after Mr. Smith's elec- 
tion to the Governorship. They had made cam- 
paign contributions, and they expected a Police 
Board which would return the favor. | 

They were disappointed by the late Col. Holz- 
hausen. Under him, the board set a splendid 
record of non-political administration. On suc- 
ceeding to the board presidency, Maurice G. 
Roberts promised to carry on in the same man- 
ner. Now comes the first deeply disappointing

It is all the more disappointing because it has 
the approval of Mayor Darst in his capacity as 
ex officio member of the Police Board.

Better Late Than Never 
The new law allowing veterans to recover 
treble damages in cases involving “side pay- 
ments” to unscrupulous real estate dealers and 
other gougers selling them homes should go a 
long way towards stopping such practices. It is

An acute need for such a law developed in the 
years immediately following the end of the war. 
As the Department of Justice noted when recom- 
mending the legislation, there have been “all 
too many ces“ in which real estate dealers ac- 
cepted “uncer-ti.c-ta":l<” pnevments in excess of 
values set after appraisals by the Veterans Ad- 
ministration. 0 

Since G. I. loans cannot be made on properties 
selling for more than the VA appraisal, the un- 
scrupulous and the shady demanded the “side 
payments” to skirt VA rules. How many veter- 
ans were gouged in this way will never be 
known. In the future, however, the number 
should fall to the vanishing point. 
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A Trifle Too Golden 


This has always been a land of opportunity, 
but the opportunity for financial gain which 
came to Dan M. Nee, former Collector of Inter- 
nal Revenue at Kansas City, and four partners, 
is somewhat blinding. 

According to Senator John J. Williams, Dela- 
ware Republican, who told the story on the 
Senate floor, Mr. Nee and colleagues organized 
a storage company in 1949. The company signed 
a contract to lease from the War Assets Admin- 
istration buildings at Camp Crowder, Mo. Four 


days later the company leased those same fa- 


cilities to the Commodity Credit Corporation for 
the storage of grain under the farm price sup- 
port program. 

The difference between what Mr. Nee’s com- 
pany paid the Government’s left hand (WAA) 
and what it received from the Government’s 
right hand (CCC) amounted, so Senator Wil- 
liams says, to $362,000 in 20 months. That was 
14 times the $25,000 investment which the five 
stockholders put up after they knew the deal 
was set. 

We are always glad to see enterprising men 
get ahead, but if the Senator from Delaware has 
his facts right this is clearly a case which calls 
for a setback. Any profit which Mr. Nee’s com- 
pany “earned” as middleman between Gov- 
ernment agencies came straight from the pockets 
of American taxpayers, and it would be a shock- 
ing injustice for it to repose in the pockets of 
Mr. Nee and friends. 7 
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No Help Against Reds 
By a vote of 105 to 0, the lower house of the 
Legislature has adopted a bill which would bar 
subversive political parties from the ballot in 


Missouri. When this legislation was first sug- 


gested early in the session, there was genuine 
fear that it might affect all minor parties, As 
finally formulated, the measure probably would 
touch only Communists. 

Nevertheless, the State Senate should not 
adopt the bill with the uncritical abandon dis 
played by the House. So far, Missouri has es- 
caped the rash of anti-subversive legislation, and 
the Senate should make sure that a measure of 
this sort really serves a practical purpose before 
adopting it. Legislators need not vote for it just 
ta assure their constituents that they are 100 
per cent patriots. | |

ASSEMBLY AREAS: Widely dispersed 
locations, selected by each essential serv- 
ice, at which Civil Defense workers and/or 
vehicles pertaining to that service will re- 
port in accordance with prior instructions, 
contained in the plan, immediately follow- 
ing an enemy attack or other major disas- 
ter calling for the use of the Civil Defense 
organization.

ESSENTIAL SERVICE: An organized ac- 
tivity prepared to assist in aiding the in- 
jured, caring for the homeless, rehabili- 
tating the city’s public and private utili- 
ties and restoring, as promptly as possible, 
the normal life and productive capacity of 
the community following an enemy attack 
or other major disaster. 


GROUND ZERO: Primarily, the point 
on the ground directly below an aerial 
atomic explosion; also used to designate 
the approximate center of any devastated 
area.

A blood test suggesting the 
possibility of a new method of 
_@ancer detection was described 
today by I. A. Parfentjev, former 
Washington University biochemist 
now engaged in research at Yale 
University. 

He said a simple, rapid and 
inexpensive chemical procedure 
which can be carried out by vir- 
tually any doctor with: standard 
equipment in his office has de- 
tected cancer with more than 90 
per cent accuracy in preliminary 
tests, and is now ready for testing 
on a wide scale. Initial results 
indicate that the new method is 
most efficient in diagnosing ma- 
lignancy in the early stage when 
the chance for cure is greatest 
but diagnosis by ordinary methods 
frequently is most difficult. 

Parfentjev, who presented a 
Paper on serum protein pattern 
at the International Gerontologi- 
cal Congress which closed yester- 
day, outlined his test in an in- 
terview.

_ the machine indicates the protein 
pattern of the serum. 

Serum of persons with cancer 
shows a protein pattern quite dif- 
ferent from that of normal 
persons. For example, the globu- 
lin in serum from a normal 
person averages 242 per cent and 
does not go above 3 per cent; in 
cases of cancer, however, it aver- 
ages 342 per cent. 

Parfentjev reported that the test 
has been tried out in 500 cases. 
In 125 of the cases, the serum 
tested came from patients with 
early or moderately advanced can- 
cer in New Haven and Boston 
hospitals; the other 375 cases 
utilized serum from Red Cross 
blood donors, pregnant women 
and patients with non-malignant 
diseases. With the cancer sera, 
there were 116 positive findings 
and nine “confused” readings 
which would have sufficed to keep 
the patients in the hospital for 
additional examination. With the 
non- cancer sera, more than 90 
per cent of the findings were 
negative. 

Present Tests Complex. 

A simple and accurate chemical 
test for cgncer would be a great 
aid, the standard tests by X-ray, 
biopsy and analysis of body fluids 
for malignant cells being compli- 
cated, expensive and time-consum- 
ing procedures. But the chemical 
test would not locate the cancer; 
the doctor Fill would have to find 
the malignant growth. 

Parfentjev said he developed 
the test with a team of collabora- 
tors in the laboratory of F. Duran- 
Reynals at Yale after nearly three 
years of research financed by the 
National Cancer Institute. It is 
more efficient in detecting early 
cancer than advanced malignancy, 
he declared, because malnutrition 
begins to confuse the protein pat- 
tern in late cases. 

The test does not work in ani- 
mal cancer, he added, probably 
because tumors in animals develop 
too fast to show specific effects on 
protein. 

Parfentjev, who has a doctorate 
in philosophy but no medical de- 
gree. was born in Russia and has 
lived in the United States for 25 
years. He said his first work in 
protein research was with cancer- 
ous mice at Washington Univer- 
sity from 1930 to 1933.

Later a reporter asked Lehman 
if he intended to introduce a 
resolution calling for an investi- 
gation. He replied that he already 
had brought the matter to the 
attention of the Senate and 
couldn’t tell yet what further ac- 
tion he might take. 

McCarran told a reporter that 
when the subcommittee’s hearings 
were all over, the people could 
see for themselves who was right.

“all the Alsops from here to per- 
dition can’t stop this committee 
from going forward.”

“Will you let me know where 
the large stones came from to 
build the pyramids? They were 
put up out on the desert, and 
I would like to know where the 
blocks of stones were obtained.” 

The Great Pyramid of Gizeh, 
and several others, are at the 
edge of a desert, but they also are 
within easy range of the Nile 
river. During the period when the 
pyramids were built, the yearly 
flood of the Nile sent water to 
the bases of them, or almost 
there. 

The blocks of stone in the pyra- 
mids are largely of he 
is believed that some of the lime- 
Stone blocks were obtained from 
quarries within easy range.
